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TERRIFIC STORM 


SWEEPS THE GREAT LAKES 


Taies of Shipwreck and Loss of Life 
Come from Ports on Lake Huron 


and Lake Erie 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Oct. 21.—Last 
night’s storm was the most terrifie 
on record and the damage was tre- 
mendous. The bay is a mass of 
wreckage. The schooner Kate Lyons 
of Grand Haven, missed the entrance 
of the harbor and struck the pier, 
breaking in two. There is not a 
vestige left of her. 


STATE DROWNED 
Rogers City, Mich., Oct. 21.—The 
steam barge Joseph Fay beached six 
miles from here. The crew of four- 
teen washed Ashore clinging to 
wreckage. The mate was drowned. 


BARGE WENT ASHORE 

Cheboygan, Mich., Oct. 21. — A 
two-masted barge went ashore on the 
lighthouse point and is being pounded 
by the seas. Assistance cannot 
reach her to save her crew of six. 
The harbor tug Cygnet was broken 
to pieces in the night.

THE STORM ON LAKE ERIE, 

Buffalo, N.Y., Oct. 21 — A gale 
reaching seventy-three miles an hour 
swept over western New York, do- 
ing incalculable damage and killing 
several peopie. Lake Erie was lashed 
into fury and played havoc with ship- 
ping. The regular Cleveland and De- 
troit boats were cancelled. The pas- 
senger steamer Western States was 
sighted off here this afternoon, but 
the Captain feared to attempt to en- 
ter between the breakwaters and 
turned back to the Canadian side to 
ride out the gale behind Long Point. 
The big propeiler H. S. ‘Wilson, the 
last boat to make port reported her 
ten miles from the Point, 1 
fair* progress in the teeth of th 
gale. There are -fifty passengers 
aboard. 

The schooner Matanee foundered 
off Ripley. The crew was saved. 

Capt. Ohman and Gus Parsons were 
blown off the barge Unadilla with a 
load of tumber. 

On shore two people were crushed 
to death unfer falling walls.
